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John Edgar Hoover was born January 1, 1895, in the District of 
Columbia, and was educated in the Public Schoole of the District of 
Columbia, graduating from Central High School in 1913, He holds the Degrees 
of LL. B., and LL. M., from George Washington University and also the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws from the George Washington University, 
Pennsylvania Military College, New York University, Westminster College, 
Oklahoma Baptist University, and Georgetown University. He holds an 
honorary degree of Doctor of Science from Kalamazoo College. He has been 
admitted to practice law before the bar of the District Court of the 
United States for the District of Columbia, the United States Court of 
Claims, and the United States Supreme Court. He is a trustee of the 
George Washington University and a member of the Board of Directors of

On May 11, 1957, Mr. Hoover was 
awarded the Gold Medal of the National Institute of Social 
Sciences in New York City "for distinguished services rendered 
to humanity."

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enrolled in George Washington Law School as an evening student. He holds 
the Degrees of LL. B., and LL. M., and also the honorary degree of Doctor 

of Laws from the George Washington University ,A He has been admitted to

Mr. Hoover has under hie immediate supervision the Identification 
Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which has on file over

Honorasce Sir: 

WHEREAS, on various occasions in convention assembled and in mectings of Committees, the Inter- 
national! Association of Chiefs of Police has recorded on behalf of its members their appreciation of the efforts 
of John Edgar Hoover to make of the United States Bureau of Investigation, under his jurisdiction, a co- 
ordinating, practical and efficient aid to the Jaw enforcement officials of the country and the successful con- 
sumimation of various phases of its work in the development of the Identification Division and other activities 
initiated and brought to a successful consummation by him in the course of his progressive administration of 
the Bureau during the past decade iis believed appropriate at Une time, when ἃ new Nanohal adninisivaios 
is to take over the reins of Government, tu reiterate, in order to bring to the attention of those uper whom 
the responsibility for the future development of this great work will, in a material sense, devolve, its sense 
‘of approval and gratitude for these accomplishments. It is thought eminently fitting, at this time, to 
reiterate and quote, in its entirety, the resolution passed at the most recent convention of the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police held during the past year: 

“WHEREAS, it is the sense of the members of the Intemational Assn iation af Chiefs of 
Police met in convention at Portland, Oregon, on this fourteenth day of June, Nineteen 
Hundred and Thirty-two, that they should appropriately express their appreciation of the 
services rendered to law enforcement officials throughout this and other countries by J. Edgar 
Hoover, Director of the United States Bureau of Investigation of the Department of Justice. 
The Bureau of Investigation, under the direction of Mr. Hoover, 1s a source of daily aid and 
assistance to the Chiefs of Police and other Jaw enfurcement officials in the conduct of their 
efforts to combat crime. The field employees of the Bureau of Investigation are in constant 
contact with local and State law enforcement officials at all times, are manifestly under instruc- 
tions to render every possible cooperative assistance in matters coming under jurisdiction, 
and the value of their services to law enforcement in general and to peace officers of the country 
in particular cannot be too highly recommended. It is the sense of the members assembled also, 
that fitting recognition should be shown the striking advance accomplished in combating crime 
through the organization and development of the Identification Division of the United States 
Bureau of Investigation under the supervision of Mr. Hoover. It is believed that this division 
has now attained a world wide reputation for expeditious and efficient service to law enforce- 
ment officials, and the value of the information promptly transmitted to peace officers cannot 
be over-estimated. 

It is further helieved that recognition should be made also of the comprehensive, tircless 
and self-sacrificing efforts on the part of Mr. Hoover πὶ develuping the piumeer work of collecting 
and pulieting uniform crime records statistics. Ttds realized that this project is still in its 


infancy, but it is believed substantial progress has already been obtained toward the achieve- 
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ment of a comprehensive basis for uniform crime statistics. The value of statistics of this 
‘character is, of course, well understood and appreciated by al! law enforcement officials. 

Mr. Hoover has always been available for personal advice and cooperative counsel and 

. assistance to the members of the Association at all times and has given unreservedly of his time 

and efforts to all modem plans and projects tending to combat crime and convict criminals. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the sense of the members of this Associa- 

tior that thie Resstutior. be spread or the minures and that copies thereof be transmitted to 


the President and Attorney Genera’ of the United S:ates” 


It is desired to emphasize the non-political character of the International Association of Chiefs of Police 
and the desire of the Executive Committee of this association to avoid any possible indication of interference 
at this, or any other time, in political affairs, local, state or national. It has be@n manifest, however, that 
the conduct of the United States Burcau of Investigation, under the direction of Jukn Edgar Hoover, has 
been of a non-political character and it is not believed that an endorsement therefore of the work of the 
United States Bureau of Investigation under his direction could be in any manner characterized as political 
in any sense. It is the sense of the Executive Committee of the International Association of Chiefs of Police 


that-any-change-in-the-administration-of the -Cnited States Bureau of Investigation would be prejudical 
to the cause of practical, modem, efficient law enforcement as represented by the Intemational Association 
of Chiefs of Police, and it is the earnest hope of all the members of this Executive Committee that no such 
change may be contemplated in this highly important position. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the sense of the members of this Committee that this 
Resolution be spread upon the minutes and that copies be transmitted to the President-Elect, the Attomey 
General of the United States, when designated by the President-Elect, and to all of the Members of Congress 


of the United States.
